The reports disclosed that the 
dismantling started Immediately 
after the Natlonalist Authoritica 
began on January last the 
regheteatuon of civilians wishing 
lo be ¢vacuated before the Com- 
munists took over, 


The outhorities said the 
evacuation began on January 30 
and would involve the entire 
Tachen populatlon of 18,504. 
Nine elderly people and invalids 
were the only ones who had 
stated their Intention not to 
leave their homes, but the 
authorities sald'they would be 
evacuated nevertheless “for 
humanitarian reasons,” 


Tachen reports sald tonight 
the timber torn down from 
buildings was utilised to bulld 
four Inrge pontoon bridges to 
span the shallow, peaches to 
the evacuation ships. House 
walls were flattencd down 50 
aos “to leave nothing standing.” 

This “scorched earth" pollcy 
also provided for the destruc- 
tion of all cumbersome be- 
longings which could not be 
taken aboard ships oy the
